This makes a long wait fur the candidates
who bad already had thelr campaigos
well under way, aod it makes the cam-
palgn for the general election correspond-
ingly short, glving st the most only five
woeks in which to organize and do their
work. Wa are of the opionion that it will
not be satisfactory in the country dis-
triots after a trial and that sooner or later
nn earller date wiil Be named,

Hulings which ve-
corred at the bome of his davghter, Mrs,
D. A. Edwards, (lormerly Miss Sallie
Hulings) Looaconing, Maryland, Tues-
day morning, April 4, 1911, The body
was ket 10 Parsons, W, Va., his former
home, on the 6th, when the inlerment
was made beside the remaios of his wife,

Charged With Murder of Emile Amann.

John M. Andrews, one of Warren's
prominent citissns, was placed under ar-
rest Inst Satarday oharged with the mur-
der of Emiloe Amann on the night of Jun,
27, 1911, The arrest of so prominent s
man on so serlous oharge ls second only
in Its sensational features to the murder
itself, and though not unexpected has
stirred the city as it has not been for
MADY Years.

Mr. Amann bired n rig at the Wallace
livery at 7:50 on the fmtal night, saying
that he would be gone about 55 minutes,
That was the last seén of him until the
following morning when his dead body
was found In the tield to the north of the
resorvoir with three bullet holes through
his bead, and near him lay a .58 callbre
Colt sutomatic revolver, 1t has since
developed that this revolver was sold by
the William Spioner Hardware Co. Al
the coroner's inquest held shortly after
the murder Mr. Andrews stated that &
revolver similar to this one had been
given to him, but he did pot recognize
this as the one. He stated that he had
naver earried the gun bat opos, and then
he had placed it In a drawer in the direct-
or's desk at the office of the Warren Wat-
er Co. and that it bad been left there when
his resigoation from the company's em-
ploy took effect,

The arrest of Andrews was made by
Constable Brown, who with Pinkerton
Detective Myers has been working on
the case ever sinoe the boldlog of the in-
quest, and who clalm to bhave sufficient
ovidence to justify the arrest al this time,
Jobhn M, Andrews was [ormerly s resi-
dent of Brushton, a suburb of Pittsburg,
From there he moved to Gallon, O,
where he résided for some time, remov-
ing from there to Warren. He was sub-
sequently married to Miss Laura Sheldon
of Sberman, N. Y., a teacher in the pub
lic soliools. He was chosen as superin-
tendent of the Warren  Water Company,
which is & branch of the American Water
Works company, This position he held
until & little more than & year ago when
he was succeeded by Supertntendent
Gadsby. Atone time Mr, Andrews held
the office of Vice Preaident of the Wasren
Water Company.,

The murdered man Emil Amann was
oneof the city's most highly respected
oitirens, For many years he was sm-
ployed us field superintendent of the
Warren Water Works under Mr, An-
drews. 'This position he resigoed a few
weeks before Mr. Andrews left the em-
ploy of the water company. He was
subsequently employed by the city to
sanist in taking an joventory of the pipes,
plant and other property of the water
company, witha view to appraisal aod
purchase by the city.
